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Is UN Too Cowardly and Futile To Last? 


People all over this nation, interested in 
w hat our immediate future course is to be 
toward peace or war, are beginning to ask 
whether the United Nations organization is 
becoming too futile and too cowardly to be 
an effective aid toward world peace. 
It is becoming apparent to many that the 
UN is failing to take any definite steps to­ 
ward world peace or anything else except 
war (to be fought 
almost exclusively by 
American boys) as long as Russia remains a 
member with power to veto any action to­ 
ward world amity. 
The situation is further complicated by 


Non-Partisan Policy 
In all the talk emanating from Washing­ 
ton on our foreign policy, there has been 
much reference to a bi-partisan program as 
distinguished from the present administra­ 
tion plan of acting first and seeking approv­ 
al afterwards. 
This makes for good reading, but in fact 
the American people, in their thinking on 
the whole broad 
issue, is seeking 
what 
should be described as a non-partisan pol­ 
icy. 
Where the security of the entire nation is 
at stake, there can be no room for partisan­ 
ship. This is a conflict of ideas, with a clear 
division 
of opinion between 
those 
who 
want Uncle Sam to assume the role of inter­ 
national arbiter once held by Great Britain 
and those who want us to limit our active 
foreign planning to the western hemisphere 
in a kind of expanded Monroe Doctrine. It 
cuts across all parties and all segments of 
the population. 
If we think of this issue in this way, it 
will become far easier for Mr. Truman to 
call into consultation men like Senator Taft 
and Senator Knowland. He may call upon 
them, not as partisans of the Republican 
Party, but as exponents of a point of view 
differing from his own. 


the attitude of England, India and other 
nations 
with fuzzy-headed 
leaders 
who 
have gone all-out for appeasement of Red 
China at any cost, even to the point of plac­ 
ing the blame for the fighting in Korea on 
the United States, and leaving this country 
to extricate itself from the mess as best it 
can. 
What should the United States do in such 
circumstances? Two courses are open. Be­ 
ing the financial angel of that organization, 
the United States can demand that Russia 
be kicked out of the United Nations. Britain, 
of course, would oppose such a move, but it 
might be possible to gain sufficient support 
for it to put it across. 
If that cannot 
be brought about, 
then 
the United States should withdraw its own 
membership and leave the others to 
the 
mercy 
of 
Russian intrigue. 
The 
outfit 
should, of course, be ordered to leave the 
United States, so it could no longer func­ 
tion as a haven for Russian Spies. 
The United Nations, as now organized, 
is nothing 
like what was promised 
and 
hoped for. There isn't enough backbone in 
the outfit to meet the most simple world 
problem to come before it. It is an interna­ 
tional pink tea that is not worth the life of a 
single American boy in Korea or elsewhere.

By George Sokolsky 


The quarrel between President 
T rum an and the Congress may 
resolve itself into an inquiry into 
the constitutional question of the 
power of the purse. Even on the 
Democratic side it is evident 
at 
'.his time, raise constitutional is­ 
sues which need not he raised. 
Senator Paul Douglas of Illinois, 
a supporter of Mr. T rum an’s w ar 
program , indicated that clearly. 
The president’s 
position, stated 
on January ll, 
is that he 
ad ­ 
mits that C on­ 
gress 
controls 
the purse, 
b u t 
that if Congress 
disagrees 
with 
him, he will go 
to 
the 
people. 
Of course, that 
S o k o ls k y 
is 
p r e ci s e I y 
w hat 
C ongress 
did 
in 
the 
last 
election: 
the 
u hole 
of 
th e H ouse of representatives and 
o n e-th ird of the Senate 
were 
then elected. B y the only legal 
process available in this* country 
the people w ere gone to and they 
m ade choices. 
T he constitution is altogether 
clear on this subject: 
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“ .No money shall be draw n from 
the treasury, but in consequence 
of appropriations made by law: 
and a regular statem ent and ac­ 
count of the receipts and ex p en ­ 
ditures of all public money shall 
bo published from time to time." 
T he pow er of Congress in the 
control of our money is absolute. 
Congress, in turn, is responsible 
only to the people, whose dec - 
sions are m ade at elections. The 
president m ay veto an appro­ 
priation bill, but he may not 
expend a cent unless Congress so 
authorizes him. 
O urs is a government of limited 
and enum erated powers. No one 
can assert legal power: it must be 
granted either by the constitution 
or by Congress. The money pow er 
is enum erated as belonging 
to 
Congress. 
^ 
The object of this provision in 
the constitution is to prevent 
a 
president from becoming a tyrant. 
A fter all, if he could raise and 
use money without restraint, he 
could govern as a dictator w ith ­ 
out authorization by Congress or 
by the interdicts of the suprem e 
court. O ur governm ent 
would 
then be an autocracy. 
Lord Bryce, in his masterpiece, 
“ the American commonwealth." 
explains the Congressional con­ 
trol of the purse as follows: 
"....If he were to engage in mili­ 
tary operations — he cannot u n ­ 
d er the constitution “declare w ar” 
for that belongs to Congress -~ 
the House might paralyze him by 
declining to vote the requisite 
arm y appropriations. If he were 
to repeat the splendid audacity of 
Jefferson by purchasing a new 
territory, they could withhold the 
purchase money. But if, keeping 
w ithin the limits of hts constitu­ 
tional functions, he takes a 
dif­ 
ferent course from that they rec­ 
ommend, if for instance he should 


refuse, at their repeated requests, 
to demand the liberation of A - 
merican citizens pining in for­ 
eign dungeons, or to suppress 
disorders in a state whose gov­ 
ernm ent had requested federal 
intervention, they would have to 
look on. To withhold the ordi­ 
nary supplies, and thereby -top 
the machine of government, would 
injure the country and them ­ 
selves far more than the presi­ 
dent. They would, to use a com ­ 
mon expression, be cutting off 
their nose to spite their face. 
They could not lawfully refuse 
to vote his salary, for that 
is 
guaranteed to him by the con­ 
stitution. They could not, except 
by a successful impeachment, turn 
him out of the W hite House or 
deprive him of his title to the 
obedience of a 1! federal officials,” 
In thus phase of the debate, the 
constitution looms large, for those 
who m aintain that the so-called 
UN (90 percent A m erican) po­ 
lice action is a subterfuge, Insist 
that Congressional control over 
the budget, peacetime or w a r­ 
time, must not be by-passed by 
any device or subterfuge. 
The issue is trem endously im ­ 
portant. For if we are not fighting 
for 
constitutional 
government,

Gigantic Underground 
Gas Tank in Indiana 
To Assure Supply Here 


Another move which indirectly 
will further an adequate gas sup­ 
ply for Washington C. H. and a 
large number of other cities in 
Ohio 
during 
unusually 
cold 
weather is being made by the 
Texas Gas Transmission Corp. 
This time it is to provide under­ 
ground storage in Indiana for ap­ 
proximately four billion cubic feet 
of gas, to be drawn on when need­ 
ed to augment the regular sup­ 
ply. 
The Texas concern pipes gas 
into Ohio from Texas, and ties in 
with a distribution system near 
Hamilton. 
It also furnishes gas 
to the “big inch” “little inch” and 
the 26-inch gas mains which cross 
Fayette County and Ohio. 
A short time 
ago 
the 
Texas 
Transmission 
Corporation 
an­ 
nounced a $42,300,000 pipe line 
expansion program to meet the 
needs of its customers and of de­ 
fense production. 
The new underground storage 


will be located near Petersburg, 
Indiana 
and 
would enable the 
Texas company to supplement its 
peak deliveries of natural gas by 
30,000,000 cubic feet per day. 
The company now has an under­ 
ground 
storage 
at 
Oaktown, 
Ind., capable of delivering 6,- 
000,000 cubic feet daily to augment 
its usual supply. 
Additional storage plans are to 
be announced in the future. 
The 
underground 
storage 
is 
similar to that used by the Ohio 
Fuel Gas Co, 
in 
eastern Ohio 
where 
underground 
storage 
in 
former gas fields has been utilizer 
for a number of years to tup- 
plement the normal supply whe; 
demands are unusually heavy. 
Underground Storage Project. 
The underground storage proj­ 
ect calls for two miles of pipe. 
4.5 miles of storage field lines; a 
measuring station, and 1,200 horse 


power compressor to pump gas 
into and out of the field. 
The company said it would store 
gas during summer months for 
use during cold weather periods, 
thus helping Texas Gas meet in­ 
creased demands along its 2,400- 
mile pipe line system. 
In addition, Texas Gas noted,
